G.S.R. 1617 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Rice (Uttar Pradesh) 
Second Price Control Older, 1962 the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1, Short title, extent and commencement.— (1) This Order may be called the 
Rice (Uttar Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1963. 

( 2 ) It extends to the areas in the State of Uttar Pradesh specified in Schedule 
I to this Order. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on the fifteenth day of October, 1963. 

2 . Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.—(1) The maximum prices at 
which Arwa (Raw) of Grade I Special and Grade II Special and Arwa (Raw) and 
Sela (Parboiled) rice of Grades I, II, IIA, III, IIIA, IV and V specified in column 
(1) of Schedule II to this Order may be sold by any person in wholesale quantities 
in any area to which this Order extends shall be as specified in the corresponding 
entries in column ( 2 ) of the said Schedule. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-clause (1), 

(a) the prices specified are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) ‘sale in wholesale quantities' means sale in quantities of 4 quintals or 

more in any one transaction; 

(c) ‘Grade r, ‘Grade I Special’, ‘Grade II’, ‘Grade IIA’, ‘Grade II Special’, 

‘Grade III’, ‘Grade IIIA’, ‘Grade IV’ and ‘Grade V’ respectively mean 
any one of the varieties of rice specified in Schedule III to this Order 
and included in the respective grade and produced in the districts 
shown against the variety concerned; 

(d) the prices specified are for fair average quality conforming to the 

specification prescribed in Schedule IV to this Order applicable to the 
respective grade of rice; for rice below the fair average quality, the 
maximum prices shall be determined by reducing the specified prices 
by the amounts of cuts indicated in the said specification applicable 
to the respective grade of rice. 
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3. Savins. Nothing in this Order shell apply to such stocks of rice as are_ 

(a) sold by the Government of Uttar Pradesh; or 

(b) authorised by the Central Government to be moved out of the State of
